Highwaymen. Struggle With 
Detectives Before Submit- 
ting to Arrest. 


George and Lawrence Thomas, 19 and 
17 years old, who are locked up at po- 
lite headquarters charged with waylay- 
ing and robbing S. Reid Holland at 
Webster Groves, say they turned high- 
waymen. to spite their uncle, George 
B. Waters of the Waters-Walsh Manu- 
facturing Co., Pierce Building, for cut- 
ting off their/dllowanee. In assaulting 
and robbing Holland, they used a re- 
volver. which, according to the confes- 
sion of. George, was stolen from the 
nome of his uncle. They were assisted 
in the robbery by Joseph Kubat, under 
arrest. 

The trio was captured after a tele- 
phone mestage from the Marshal at 
Webster Groves instructed the local po- 
lice to jwatch for a band of burglars 
and robbers headed for the Oregon Ho- 
tel at 1719 Market street. 

Detectives Fox and Thompson experi- 
enced difficulty in arresting the trio. 
George Thomas drew a revolver, and in 
the struggle, Thompson beat Thomas 
on the head with his pistol. 

The home of Nathan R. Waters \of 
Webster Groves, guardian of the Thom- 
as brothers, was entered Monday after- 
noon during the absence of the. family, 
and among the things stolen was an au- 
tomatic revolver, The Thomases were 
not suspected. until 11 p. m., shortly aft- 
er Holland had: been robbed; when it 
was discovered that the descriptian of 
two of the highwaymen fitted that of 
the Thomas brothers. An automatic re- 
volver, used by thé bandits, led the po- 
ce ta suspect. them.

The parents of the Thémas boys were 
kilied in a rairoad wreck five years ago 
and the children were left in the care of 
their uncle, Mr. Waters, who educated 
them with money left by their father. 
Lawrence Thomas has been studying 
law and bookkeeping at the Gem City 
Business College iz Quincy, Ml. He 


quit his studies after his uncle wrote 


him that his inheritance was exhausted. 

“When the kid got his letter telling 
him there was no money for him, I in- 
vited him to come ‘and stop with me,” 
said George Thomds. ‘“Kubat, a Bo- 
hemian, from New York, enlisted in the 
Marine Corps Thursday and he has also 
been stopping with me. 

“We didn’t have any trouble getting 
the Bohemian to go with us. He was 
willing. So we went out to Webster 
last night. I was figuring on holding 
up my uncle. 

“I thought it would be easy, but, say, 
that young fellow we stopped wanted 
to give us a battle. He was game. 
When I told him to throw up his hands 
he wanted to know what he should do 
that for, and when I told him we wanted 
to rob him, he laughed and put up his 
hands as if he was going to fight. The 
Bohemian and I had to knock him down 
and beat him with the gun. We-beat 
him. pretty badly and then took: his 
diamond pin, watch and money. The 
Bohemian took the pin and. lost it on 
the way back.” 

The father of the Thomas boys was, 
before his death, general freight and 
passenger agent of the Santa Fe road 
in Pueblo.

The retirement of ‘“Col.”’ William H. 
(Bill) Phelps from the legal and legis- 
lative staff of the Mfssouri Pacific sys- 
tem caused widespread comment in rail- 
road and political circles, Tuesday. 

For nearly a quarter of a century, 
Phelps, who was the protege of the 
late Col. John O’Day of Frisco fame, 
had been regarded as the most brilliant 
and resoureeful leader of tie corpora- 
tion forces at Jefferson City, and the 
one man who could change overnight 
the trend of a legislative body or polit- 
ical convention. 

That the duties performed by Phelps 
for the Gould railroad interests will now 
fall to another honorary 
James Monroe Seibert, for 12 years Au- 
diter of Missourl,.an uncompromising 


rival of Phelps in the councils of the | 


Democratic party of this State, is con- 
sidered of more than erdinary signifi- 
cance. 

It is no secret among railroad and 
political authorities that for several 
years the Missouri Pacific legal inter- 
ests have not agreed on political 
matters, the opposing factions being led 
by Alexander G. Cochrane, who has just 
resigned a $30,000-a-year job as general 
solicitor, and his successor, Martin L.

Inquiry developed that Col. Seibert 
had received a barrel of tobacco from 
his client, the American Tobacco Co. A

Phelps, the mortal enemy of Stone. of 
whom he said; ““‘We both suck eggs, but

RIVER NO EXCUSE 
FOR ARBITRARY 
S CONTENTION 


City Council to Get Report of 
Committee That Held 


Conferences. 

Conferees of the City Countil, in an 
answer to the published statement of 
W. S. McChesney, President of the Ter- 
minal Association, which they will sub- 


‘mit to the City Council Tuesday after- 


noon, will contend that the river gives 
the railroads no excuse for inflicting 
a freight and passenger arbitrary on 
St. Louis. 

It will be pointed out in the answer 
that the railroads have admitted that 
if there were no*river there would be 
no arbitrary. The river, it will be ar- 
gued, should no more be considered than 
should cn imaginary line between the 
city and the county, but the bridge 
and the tracks of the Terminal As- 
sociation should simply be considered 
as terminal facilities.- 

The mere fact that the bridge and 

terminal tracks are held in common, it 
will be contended, does not justify the 
imposition of tolls which would not be 
imposed if the roads maintained inde- 
pendent terminals. Instead of that be- 
ing an excuse for an arbitrary, it justi- 
fies the demands for the removal of the 
arbitrary because the combination en- 
ables the,reads to save money on ter- 
minals. 
- Instead of giving St. Leuis the benefit 
of this saving, the practice of the Ter- 
minal has been, according to the con- 
ferees, to make the saving an excuse 
for inflicting. excessive charges. 

The conferees are Councilmen Schutz, 
Schneiderhahn, Drew and Gundlach, 
the latter the President of the Council. 
They represented the Council in the 
conference with the Terminal Cémmis- 
sion and the Terminal Associatien and 
city officials, which were held in an 
attempt to reach an agreement on the 
terms by which the city would surren- 
der streets and alleys in the Ranken 
tract.

Mrs. Nelsen identified an 
anonymous letter she received, the writ- 
ing of which had been previously iden- 
tified by Frohly on: the stand as that 
of his wife. The letter was addressed 
to Mr. Nelson, but the contents were in- 
tended for his wife.

Dear Madam: I am’ aware of your 
conduct with Mr. Frohly. You have 
injured yourself riding areurd with 
him. Do you know’ he is a married 
man? I ask you in the name of his 
wife to let him alone. She has many 
friends and is a’ worthy woman. If 
you don’t believe it call on her at 
her home. Hope yeu will read this 
carefully and avoid further trouble 
from one who knows all. 

Husband Is Confident. 

Shortly after receiving the letter, Mrs. 
Nelson said she met Mrs. Frohicy in a 
drug store at Grand avenue and Hick- 
ory street and that the latter caused a 
scene. 

“T did not know her husband, had ney- 
er seen him and, of course, never went 
riding with him,’’ Mrs. Nelson said. 

Elder testified that Mrs. Elder was in 
poor health and that he requested Mr. 
Frohly, who had a horse and buggy, to 
take. her riding. “I trusted my wife 
with him and would do so again,” Elder 
declared. In regard to his sjster-in+ 
law, Mrs. Jones, the witness stated that 
Frohly simply drove her to the hospital 
to see Mrs. Elder, who had been taken 
there, He denied that Frohly ; called 
on Mrs. Jones. 

Another witness for the plaintiff was 
Gus Quesibarth, who married a daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Frohly by a former mar- 
riage.

He testified that she objected to his 
going to ball games or fishing, that she 
broke a@ guitar over his head because he 
refused to go to see her son, who was 
in the workhouse, and that she threw 
a basket of fresh country eggs over the 
backyard fence one time when she was 
angry.

MINER RESCUED ALIVE AFTER 
BEING BURIED FOR A WEEK 


One of His* Three Companions 
Dead, the Other Two Not 


Yet Reached. 
-MARQUETTE, Mich., Dec. 21.—Two of 
the four men who were entombed in 
the Negaunee mine a week ago by a 
sudde; run of mud have been found. 
Frank Condello was alive and Peter 
Mundi was dead. 

-The two other men have not yet been 
reached. Condello is in good condition. 
He was buried in a space only a few 
feet square and was witheut food. He 
had plenty of water, however, and 
when take out was able to walk with 
one man supporting him. The rescued 
miner is married.

Baroness, “Tired and Disgust- 
ed,’ Departs From Brussels 
in a Motor Car. 


PRINCESS WILL WED 


Clementine Engaged to Prince 
Napoleon, Who Hopes to 
Rule Ftance Some Day.

BRUSSELS, Dec, 21.—"I am. tired. 
am disgusted by all that has been do 
to harm me. I shall say nothing mor 
than this.” 

So wrote Baroness Vaughan for pub- 
lication today, after she had refused 
repeatedly to receive the representative 
of any newspaper. . 

The Baroness, morganatic widow of 
King Leopold, departed from Brussels 
today to the great relief of the police 
authorities, for she was insulted by a 
crowd, and her motor car in which she 
was riding was stoned near Laeken 
yesterday. After passing the night 
packing her personal effects in the 
villa King Leopold gave her, she 
motored to the railway station, accom- 
panied by only one servant. 

Princess Louise, Leopold’s eldest 
daughter, arrived here at 7 o’clock last 
night after some delicate negotiations 
with Prince Albert, during which a 
fresh scandal was narrowly averted. 
Princess Louise brought a large suite 
as far as Cologne. There she received 
a telegram from Prince Albert telling 
her that the persons-with her would not 
be received in Belgium. 

Princess Comes Alone. 

After the exchange of many : tele- 
grams, the Princess yielded and came 
here alone. Prince Albert's chief ob- 
jection, it is said, was against the pres- 
ence here of Lieut. Count Mattacheck, 
with whom. the Princess eloped from 
her husband, Prince Philip of Saxe-Co- 
burg. Mattacheck remains in the en- 
tourage left in Cologne. 

Within two hours after her arriva! 
several of her creditors called on the 
Prince 

The engagement of Princess Clemen- 
tine, Leopoid’s youngest daughter, to

President Barrett Eager to Get 
the Subject Before the 
Taxpayers. 


When the House of Delegates assem- 
bles Tuesday night, it will receive the 
petition prepared by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the United Free Bridge Com- 
mittee at a meeting held Tuesday after-* 
noon indorsing the bill autuorizing the 
confemnation of land for the east side 
approaches. Tlie petition will probably 
be presented to the House of Delegates 
by a committee. : 

All the free bridge legislation enacted, 
from the enabling act by the Missouri 
Legislature, to the charter issued by 
Congress, originated with the United 
Free Bridge Committee, and it feels, 
that having taken such a prominent 
part in thé necessary legislation, its bill 
is entitled to some consideration. 

Both the Counci] and the House of 
Delegates filed the bill without a hear- 
‘ing. The House of Delegates, under the 
rules, can reconsider the bill at Tues- 
day evening’s* meeting, but at no later 
date. For that reason the Free Bridge 
Committee deemed it important that a 
meeting be held and the right of petition 
called into use in an effort to get what 
the committee considers a vital piece 
of legislation. 

Went Bill Passed Upon. 

“We think the House of Delegates 
ought to at least give the bill consid’ 
eration so that we can have a, public 
hearing on it to determine whether the 
bill, on its merits, is good or bad,” 
said Arthur B. Barrett, president of the 
United Free Bridge Committee. ‘‘Neither 
the House nor the Council has consid- 
ered the merits: of the bill. 

“We are asking for the condemna- 
tion of a strip of land to give the. bridge 
what we consider adequate east side 
approaches. Without such adequate ap- 
proaches the bridge will not fulfill the 
demands of the people. 

“As I understand it, the: plans are 
now to bulld the. East St. Louis ap- 
proach to a point 6000 feet east of the 
river and there leave the railroad ap-

STUDENT GIVES SKIN AND 
BLOOD FOR PROFESSION 


For love of his profession and to save 
the lives of unfortunates who were 
strangers to him, John Johnstone, a St. 
Louis University medical student, has 
twice sacrificed portions of bis body.

In a motion for an additional counsel 
fee of $5000 made by lawyer Baldwin 
when court resumed, the plaintiff's 
counsel remarked that at least another 
1@ days would be required to cross- 
examine the remaining 18 witnesses to 
be called ‘by the defense.

Member of Post-Dispatch Staff. 


Succumbs After Seven 
Weeks’ Illness. 
‘WORK BEGUN IN 
| | 
Formerly a Member of Local 


| Force and Later a Washing- 
ton Correspondent. 


1900 


Chester Crosby Rider, for nearly ten 
years a member of the Post-Dispatch 
staff, died at 4:15 @. m. Tuesday at 
his home, 1269 Hamilton avenue, after 
an illness of seven weeks. Heart dis- 
ease was the cause of death, 

His wife, Mrs. Josephine Rider, and 
his mother, with a nurse, were with 
him in his last hours. They had ‘been 
his constant attendants during an ‘ll- 
ness which, because of the weakness of 
his héart, had made’ it impossible for 
him to Me down in bed. A reclining 
chair had been his only couch since his 
severe sickness began. 

Mr. Rider, who was 31 years old, had 
filled a wide range of responsible news- 
paper positions. He came to St. Louis 
soon after his graduation from. Colum- 
bia University, New York City, and 
joined the Post-Dispatch staff in 1900. 
His first work was as subifrban re- 
porter, first in Clayton and then in 
East 8t. Louis. 

. Trip te Mexico Recalied. 

The ability which he showed as a 
writer and a newsfatherer caused him 
soon to be transferred to the regular 
city staff. He was intrusted with var- 
fous regular and special assignments, 
and frequently was sent out of the 
city on missions connected with import- 
ant news. One of these journeys was 
to Guadalajara, Mexico, where he ac- 
companied Chief of Detectives Desmond 
and Sheriff Dickmann on their suc- 
cessful expedition after Charies Kratz, 
then accused ef bribery. 

When the World's Fair made the or- 
ganization of a special staff necessary. 
Mr. Rider was placed in charge of the 
Post-Dispatch bureau at the ©§xposi- 
tion grounds. In his work there he be- 
came acquainted with the heads of the 
Fair and with foreign envoys, and 
showed marked ability in making 
friends and in keeping in touch with 
important events. 

Following the World's . Fair, Mr. 
Rider was detailed to editorial work in 
the Post-Dispatch office, He was at 
varoys times assistant city editor, city 
editor and telegraph éedit.r, Two years 
ago he was ma Washington co: - 
spondent, and in the winter he spen 
the national capital gained a wide: ac- 
quaintance with, public men. 

When the Post-Dispatch, last March, 
sent-a party of St. Louis school chii- 
dren to Washington to witness Presi- 
dent Taft’s inauguration, Mr. Rider 
was detailed to accompany tnem. The 
arrangements which he made for their 
accommoedation were upset by the se- 
vere weather, which changed the plans 
for the inauguration ceremony, but his 
acquaintance with public officials en- 
abled him to get the children admitted 
to see the ceremony, so that they were 
not disappointed in the chief object of 
their journey. Mrs. Rider and the Rev. 
W. J. Williamson and wife also actom- 
panied the party of children to Wasn- 
ington. 

He ‘“‘covered’’ the Republican and 
Democratic national: conventions of 1908 
for the Post-Dispatch. 

The only interruption to his service 
with the Post-Dispatch was in 1901, when 
he went to St. Joseph to become city 
editor of the Gazette. From St. Josepn 
he went to Fort Worth, Tex., where he 
was one of the editors of the Telegram. 
He returned from Fort Worth to S8t. 
Louis in 1902. 

Native of New York. 


He was a native of Cassville, N. Y., 
but his parents in recent years have 
lived in Brookfield, Mo. His father died 
there last spring. He was married eight 
years ago. Besides his wife and moth- 
er, a brother, H. BE. Rider of New York, 
and a sister, Mrs. Henry Tooey of 
Brookfield, survive him. 

The body will be taken to Brookfield 
Tuesday night, and the funeral will be 
held there Thursday afternoon. Mr. 
Rider was a member of the Presbyteri- 
an Church and was connected with the 
Men’s Brotherhood of the church in 
this city. At one time in his student life 
he was president of the Columbia Uni- 
versity branch of the Y. M. C. A.

Since President Taft has held up the 
jappointment of Cleveland A. Newton as 
United States’ District Attorney in St. 
Louis, after Charles A. Houts, rival 
applicant for the appointment, called at 
the White House in Washington with 
Senator Warner and Congressman Bar- 
tholdt, local Republicam leaders are 
hoping the President will change ‘his 
mind and scnd Houts’ name to the Sen- 
ate instead of -Newton’s. 
_According to press dispatches: while 
waiting for an audience with the Pres- 
ident, Senator Warner was informed 
was to be sent 
to the Senate for confirmation Monday. 
Senator Warner had a hasty conference 
with Secretary Carpenter, and succeed- 
ed in having the appointment held up. 
Later when Senator Warner and Mr. 
Houts saw the’ President, the Webster 
Groves attorney received an opportunity 
to present his case to Mr. Taft. From 
the White House Mr. Houts and Sen- 
ator Warner went to see Attorney- 
General Wickersham and Secr@tary 
Nagel. Houts presented to both the) 
President and Mr. Wickersham his in-' 
dorsements from Missouri ‘officials and 
.politicians. 

Bitter Howe. 

No appointment in recent years has 
stirred up so much strife in Republican 
ranks. Senator Warner, Gov. Hadley, 
the Republican State committee and the 
Republican city committee, with the two 
St. Louls Republican congressmen, are al! 
demanding the appointment of Houts. 
Newton has the backing of Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor Nagel, Jeptha D. 
Howe and 42 county committeemen. 

President Taft, local leaders say, 
would turn down the entire Repub- 
lican organization to please Secretary 
Nagel by appointing Newton. The 
Republican politicians are dissatis- 
fied with thé stand Nagel has taken 
and say there will be a reckoning 
when it comes to electing a new Re- 
publican National Committeeman,. 

While the Republicans are angry 
at Nagel they are furious at Howe, 
the former hoss. During the State 
military encempment at Nevada last 
summer, Harry Blodgett made known 
his intention to resign as district at- 
torney. Gov. Hadley, Senator Warn- 
er, Blodgett and Howe had a confer- 
erce at which it was agreed that all 
should support Houts for the district 
attorneyship and that Gov. Hadley 
would appoint Blodgett Election Com- 
missioner of St. Louis. 

Howe Called Traitor. 

Howe then came back to St, Louis 
and started the Republican City Com- 
mittee, with which he was then on 
friendly terms, to working for Houts. 
Without notifying the organization of 
any change of heart. Howe later 
wrote letters of indorsement for 
Newton to Senator Warner and Secre- 
tary Nagel. This was just before 
starting on his hunting trip in Sep 
tember, after the committee were al! 
lined up for Houts. 

It was not until long afterward that 
the City Committe learned Howe war 
supporting another candidate. Howe’'r. 
former friends accused him of “dou- 
ble-crossing” Gov. Hadley and Sen- 
ator Warner, as well as Houts and: 
Blodgett. 

Howe, when* asked by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Tuesday concerning the 
charge inade by a number of politicians 
that he “knifed” Houts after agree- 
ing. in a conference with Gov. Hadley 
and Senator Warner, to support him for 
Blodgett’s position, declared with some 
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crispness ot manner - that he had nothing 
to say. 

They say Howe should have been 
satisfied when his brother-in-law. 
Seebert Jones, was made Circuit At- 
torney. They think his effort to in- 
crease his prestigé by naming the 
Federal attorney, too, is in bad taste 

Otto F. Stifel, who made Howe a 
political factor by furnishing him aid 
when he needed it, declared he would 
‘Have nothing more to do with him. 
Chairman Henry Kiel of the Repub- 
ican Clty Committee, and 27 out of 
the 28 committeemen, also have de- 
serted Hove. 

Senator Warner's decided stand for 
Ifouts has won Kim the friendship of 
the local Republican organization for 
re-election to the Senate, The local 
Republicans. are asserting. that 
Howe's action in the district attor- 
neyship has destroyed whatever in- 
fluence he ever had with Gov. Hadley 
and practically killed him .with the 
State politicians. They believed when 
he retired ostensibly from city pol- 
itics his intention was to try to 
break into State politics.
